tions. For if Satan durlt be ſo bold to fer vp- 
on Ieſus Chriſt the head , who was not one- 
ly man but very God; how much more will 
he be bold to pM ypon vs, who be but weake 
and ſintull men? And therefore ſo foone as 
we haue truly giuen vp ournames to God, 
and become the faithfull ſouldiers of Chriſt, 
and refuſe to ſerue finne and Saran, then will 
the diuell incounter vs, and ſer ypon vs. and 
we mult looke for to be tempted , preparing 
our ſeclues to this ſpirituall battell, and pr

But moſt men will ſay, this doQtrine is not 
true : forthey neuer felr any ſuch combat in

but when they did ſer their faces towards 
the land of Canaan, then preſently he pur- 
ſued them with all his malice and might . So 
all che while men liue in Egypr. that is, in fin 
and wickedneſſe,and ſerue the diuell he will 
let them be at quiet : but if cucr we once ſet 
our hearts on that heauenly Canaan, and 
giuc ourſclues to the ſeruice of God, then 
he will with open mouth purſue vs, follow 
vs with many armies, and caſt an hundred 
temprations in our way, Andas a poore bird 
which cometh to the ſhop, and when ſhe 
thinketh to get away, then cometh all her 
paine,and the net is ſpread ouer her:ſo when 
men beginto leaue their euill courſes, and to 
ſet themſelues to ſerue the Lord, preſently 
the Diuell doth ſpread his net to intangle 
them. This muſt teach vsto watch and pray, 

that we enter not into temptation, 
Secondly,in that our Sauiour is no ſooner

It is written] Here we ſee whence our Sa 
uior Chriſt tooke his anſwer:though that 
could haue confounded Satan by the 1 
word of his mouth, andcould ( if he'had {ſt 
pleaſed ) called for many legions of Angel 
from heauen to haue guarded him,beingt 
true and onely ſon of God : yet he mak 
choiſe ofthis weapon, It zs written, And thi 
he did to teach ys, that the moſt ſufficienſþe: 
weapon to bear back all Satans temptationgr 1 
and to quench all the ficrie darts ofthe dius 
is the word of God written: & therefore PalſÞt 
bids ys take vp the ſword ofthe ſpirit, whit 
isthe word of God, both to defend our ſel 
and alſo to put Saran toflight,Ephe/c6.16. 

Hence from the example of Chriſt wem 
learne ſundry inftrudtions : Firſt , ſeeing tl 
he made choiſe of the word of God, ast!

;enÞ{}en or women , which do either contemne

iden as a prey ynto him : ſoas they having no 
apon to defend themſelues , norto repell 
atan, thus he {mites them & wounds them, 
aeuen cuts the throat of their poore ſoules 
orethey be aware.

By this we may perceiue the malice ofthe 
divell, who as ſoone as he hath ended one 
temptation ceaſſeth not there, but preſently 
prouideth another. The diuell neuer maketh 
truce with man, bur either he is buſie in tem- 
pting of ys, or elſe he is deuifing and plot- 
ting new temptations; for he is never idle, 

Apgaine , hencewe learne',' tharwhen we 
haue ouercome in onetemptition, we mult 
preſently prepare our _— foranother: we 
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mult not look to be at caſe when we hays 
giuen the diuell the foile:for he will ſet vp 
vs afreſh, and temptys againe and again 
Nay, ourlife is a continuall warfare againf 
ſinne and Satan: & therfore we mult cuert 
ina readines to encounter with our enemi, 

Andifthis leſſon were well learned, and 
as well praftiſed , men would not be ſo.im- 
patient in temptations when they befall thb 
then temptations would be farre more calit 
ro them , ſoas a man wold willingly and 
chearefully indure them, & vndergo them 
though neuer ſo many,

dernefle ro Teruſalem : this makes for thy 
opinion which is common in the world,t 
the diuell can carric aman or woman fron 
onecountrey to another, if God giue hir 
Jeaue : buc ſo as he cannot do it with ſud 
celeritie and expedition as men imagi 
Some fooliſhly thinke , he can carrie one 
many hundred miles in an houre, which is 
thing impoſſible: for ſuch a violent motion 
would ftop a mans breathzas we ſce if a man 
fall from the toppe of an high ſteeple , his 
wind is gone ere he come halfe the way th 
the ground, 

Againe hence we ſee, that the diuell may 
by Gods permiſſion haue power over the 
bodies of godly men , and thoſe which have 

eſt graces, and ſtrongeſtfaith in God.

"I ro caric a mi fr6 one place to another? Ifthe 
*F Diucll could by Gods permiſfis tormet the 
"F bodic of one that was a daughter of fairhfull 


as ſhe was bruiſed and bowed together by 
$ Satan; then no doubt he can do the lefle, to 
remoue mens bodies from place to you. 
And this may ſerue to admon! 
who thinke their faith is ſo ſtrong, thatthe 
olh diuel cannot annoy thE or any way bewitch 
oy them, Burifthe divell have power by Gods 
his permiſſion ro torment the bodies of the 
OF faichfull, yea to deſtroy the bodies of Jobs 
childre, who no doubt were the true ſeruants 
of God , he may if God giuc hin leaue, 
bewitch the rodlieſ man that liueth.

Firſt , becauſe in IeruſalegfT} 
was the temple of the Lord where were thifde 
facrifices and other ceremonies preſcribe ou 
by God for hisown worſhip. Secondly, aff th 
the temple they had the law of God and thi Cl 
bookes of Hoſes and theProphets readanff} aþ 
expounded ynto them. Thirdly , becaul/ 
Jeruſalem was amother Church, fr6 whenaff fo 
religion did low and was diſperſed inyff w 
many places of the world. Now for thek th 
conſiderations Ieruſalemis called the hohfi br

This church at Teruſalem though it half an 
many corruptions-in it , yet our Sauiouy in 
Chrift cals it holy : and it was a true Churd fe 
of God, Thenhence I conclude , that theff as 
Church of God in England,though there be G 
in it many blemiſhes & corruptions , yl bi 
may it be , andintruth is the true ChurdJthi 
of God.Forthe Church of God in England 
isproprotionable to the Church at Teruſalh s 
for as they had Hoſes and the Prophet C 
read and expounded , ſo haue we: nay , wh ch 
haue the Goſpell now ſoundly preached} C 
which they then had not in fo plaine and} ni 
plentifull manner as we haue, They had theſ ce 
Sacraments .of the old Teftament : ſo wt br 
hauc Baptiſme and the Supper of the : 21G th 
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oy Their Church was a mother church to 
W derive Religion to many other: and though 
J our Church cannot be called! a Mother 
aff church, yer it may be truly called a nourcing 
Chutchto many neighbour churches round 
I about VS. 
As Chritt and his Apoſtles did not ther- 
ng fore ſeparate themlclues, orretuſe to ioyne 
with them in the feruice of God, becaule of 
eh the corruptions in this church at Ieruſalem, 
| but did reach and preach inthe Temple: ſo 
_ fone may therefore ſeparate chemſelues , 
uly andrefuſe ro ioyne with the people of God 
og in his ſeruice and worſhip, becauſe of ſome 
ray few corruptions that remaine in it. Nay,ſuch 
ung as for theſe do leparate themſclues from 
be Gods people, do cut themſelues from Chriſt 
If bimſelfe,ſecing they ſeuer themſelues from 
<> the Church of God. 
If any ſhall ſay, thatthe church of Rome 
is the «4 Church of God, as well as the 
1 Church of Icruſalem, ſeeing the Romiſh 
we church hath as many priviledges as the 
<&| Church ar Terufalem; I anſwer, By exami» 
mdf ning the particulars it will appeare to the y,,.,, 
hel contrarie. As firlt, the Church of Rome (rye church; 
" braggeth , thar ſhe hath her ſucceſſion from 
. {| the Apoſiles : : but I anſwer, ſucceſſion from 
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perſons , without ſuccefſion in the Ape 
doctrine,can be ng.true note of the Chur 
Secondly , the Church of Rome hath the 
ſacrament of Baptiſme , yet that proues ha 
not the true Church:for in Samaria they had 
the Sacrament of circumciGon , and ſoin 
other places , and yet it cannot be prayed 
that they were the -true Churches of Ge 
Beſides, I anſwer, the chufch of Rome hath 
baptiſme no otherwiſe then a theefe hatha 
true mans purſe: now it cannot be ſaid , that 
.atheeKistherefore a true man, becaule he 
hath atrue mans purſe. Laſtly, though the 
Church.of Rome haue the outward bap- 
time, y&rthe in doctrine ouerturnes the 
inward bapuſme ; namely , the true mmpured 
juſtification and inherent ſanCtification of 
Chriſt by the ſpirit. 

3 The Church of Rome holdeth the 
Apoſtles Creed, but itis onely in word: for 
the truthis , their God whome they worſhip 
is an Idoll.and their Chriſt is a falſe & coun-

hold the Scriptures but as a lanthorn 
holds the candle,not for it ſclfe,but for thoſe 
that paſſe by : ſorhe Church of Rome haue 
the word of God,not for themſelues, bur for 
the goodof Gods children, which cuer lye 
hidin the middeſt of Poperie. 

She brags that ſhe is the mother- 
church of many Churches: Ianſwer; we 
muſt conſider that citie, as Rome is, and as 
Rome was:the old Rome which was in the 
time of Paw/, was the true Churchy of God; 
butas for that old Rome , it is dead and 
buried, and this new Rome is that whore of 
Babylon, & no mother-church , but a cruell 
ſtep-motherro Religion, By al.this we may 
ſee, thatthe preſent church of Rome, is no 
Church of God, but onely ia name and 
ourward ſhew. 

And ſeeing that the Diuell temprs our 
Saviour Chriſt in the holy citie ,, we learne 
that there is no place fo holy\but the Diuell 
can broach his temptations in it, as we may 
ſee Zath.3.1 ,2,and therfore this condemnes 
that dotage and ſorcery of the Church 
of Rome, who teach that their charmed 
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holy water , their conjured bread, and t 
figne of thecroſle , and ſuch (tuffe can driaeh | 
away the Divel from their houſes, and from 
their perſons:and yet we (ee here , tht 
neither the holinefle of Chriſts perſon , not 
yetof the place, could hinder Satan , but he 
did tempt him ) 

Againe , we ſee it is to ſmall purpoſe, to 
the ende wee may bee freed from remptu-ſ} fo 
tions, to change the place, orto changethe th 
aire; for what place is there ſo holy , oro 
ſound and wholeſome, where Satan canndtÞ D 
and will nor ſet his temptation on foote and} th 
aſſault vs? Indeed to remoue the diſeaſes off tic 
the body , theſe may be of ſome force', to M 
change the ayre, &c. but to cure the cots de 
ſcience,and to help rhe diſeaſes of the ſoule, vl 
this and ſuch like can do nothing at all. 

And ſet him on a pinnacle of the remple.] 
Here is the ſecond part of the Diuels preps 
ration, who hauing caried Chriſt from the 
wildernes'to Ieruſale, nowhe placeth him 
ypon a pinnacle of the temple, or alitle wing 
ofthe teple. Some think that it was aſh

thy ſelfe cowne. 

Here we mutt marke the ſcope of the 
Diuell in this ſecond temptation, which1s 
thisto tempt our {auiour Chriſt to preſump- 
tion, to perſwade him to preſume of Gods 
mercy , and to bring him to a vaine conht- 
dence in his fathers protection , without 
vling lawſull meanes, 


And in this fecond temptation we may Doftr. 


obſcrue one eſpecial thing, which the Diuel 
aimesat in his temptations,namely , to per- 
ſwade him to a vaine preſumption of Gods 
mercy, And ſurely we ſee the diuel prevails 
much intheſe days by this argument : for we 
ſeehow ſome men crie, God is mercifull, 
God is mercifull , and ſo preſume & grow 
ſecure infinne, and take occaſion of Gods 
mercie to ſooth themſelues in their fins. 
Others,they ſay , 1 am cither clegted orre-

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ieced , andifIbe eleRed, I amfure Ithdlff þ, 
be ſaued howſocuer Iliue; if I be reicedf} F

And as for thoſe which make profefſiondf mn 
the Goſpell, the Diuell he labours to pevfj d 
{wade them, that it is ſufhicient to proteſk} ei 
religionghough they pratiſe not. the dutin]} a; 
of religion : 8s the fue fooliſh virgines | to 
who held out their blazing lampes , yY lit 
wanted the yeſlcl of oile ro maintaine theiff m 
hmpes, ne 
Ve. This being fo, it ſhould admoniſh ys altf} c; 
take cſpeciall heed,that we be not ouercom go 
of Satan in this kind, ſecing the Diuell kno th 
wes our nature , and ſceth that to preſume 
andthinke well of our felues , itis athingf C| 
very fitting and pleafing our nature: whereaſ| w 
deſpaire, it is a troubleſome thing , anlfſ be 
brings men often to agreater ſight oftheij yll 
miſery:and the truth is , the Diuell preuaile do 
with a thouſand to one more by prefumpy cle 
tionthen by deſpaire: deſpaire kilsthowfou 
fands,ſecuritic ten thouſands, i he 
And it is to be noted, that when tiff the 
Diuell had in the former tempration WG! 
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boured to bring Chrift to deſpaire of his 
Fathers providence , now he labours the 
cleane contrary, to bring him to preſume 
of Gods prouidence, And here we may fee 
the Diuels exceeding ciining, thar he ſought 
to cary our Saviour Chriſt from one cx- 
if treame co another, And thus doth the Diuell 
deale with all mcn , he ſeeks to draw men 
ik} eicher ro preſumption or elſe to deſpaire, 
eh andlabors to cary them from one extreame 
toanother, as from couerouſnes to prodiga- 
a licic, and ſooftherelt, And therefore we 
* muſt labour to auoide both the extreames , V{ - 
neither ro preſume roomuch, noryetto be 
oF caſt downe by deſpaire, bur to keepe the 
golden mediocritie, eucn as Chriſt doth in

fitly for his role Audi is the ſub 
praQtiſe of the diuel to alleage Scripture; 
that ſo he may perſwade men to receiue his 
damnable doQrines,and become heretickef 
and ſciſmatickes, And to this end he doth 
groſly abuſe the Scriptures; yea when he 
would perſwade men tolive in finne , ht 
hath his, Scriptums eſt, very ready,and cantd 
them, At what tinee ſorner a ſinner doth repent 
him of his ſnne,he ſhall hane mercie: and truly 
by his abuſing of Scripture he preuailg 
with many. 

The wordes which the diuell alleageth 
aretaken out ofthe foureſcore and eleventh

thy wayes, &c, Now the Diuelt-in alleaging 
and propounding the words is v 
and ſheweth himſelfe very ca n gy 
ting of the words: in ſo much as he will net 
leaue out no not this particle [| Fo# ] which 
might well haue bene left: our. Yer in the 
end he ftickes net to leaue out a whe 
clauſe, which is the maine point and grok 
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of Gods promiſe:namely,this : rs keepe thee 
in all thy wayes, Where we may ſee , how 
thediuell doth moſt vilely abuſethe Scrip- 
tures of God : and it is vſuall with him in 
his allegations , co put in, ortoput our 
ſomething , or ſome way or other to de- 
them, or to corrupt the ſenſe and 
meaning ofthe Scriptures, to ſerue his owne 
turne. 

And as this isthe diuels manner in his 
alleaging and dealing with the Scriptures, 
ſodo the Papilts as his ſcholers, For Sock 
inword they hold the Scriptures, yet itis 
vluall with them toputin, or leaue out , or 
by ſome meanesto corrupt and depraue th# 
inthe ſenſe and meaning, as might beſhe- 
wed by example. 

Well, ſceing the diuell is ſo skilfull in the 
Scriptures , and can _— them ſo readil 
and ſofitly for his purpoſe, and withall is jd 
malicious to mince them and deprauethem, 
i hakld make all men to ſtudie the holy 
Scriptures , that ſo we might be acquainted

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| eſpecially the Miniſters 


hef and we ſhould wiſh with C34/es, that all yy, 1.190

cumſtances of the text, elſe the diuell wil 


cata miſt before their eyes , and beguil

Andthat we mightnot perceiue Satans 
ſubtilties and deceit , he labours to keepe 
men in ignorance of the word, and by al 
meanes to haue the Scriptures hid and 
darke: and if it were poſſible,to root out the 
{chooles of learning , and that the Bible 
might be burned, And as he preuailes in 
Poperie, to bring men to this, that all reli 
gion, and the Scriptures might hang ot 
mens deuiſes and mans learning, as they 
in Poperie ground all ypon Lymbard tht 
maiſter of the Sentences ; and barre tht 
.common people from the Scriptures, Jock 
ing them vp inan vnknowne tong : ſo wit 
Chriſtians he taketh the like courſe, forhe 
perſwades them, that the Scriptures are hat 
to he ynderſtood , and very obſcure at 
troubleſome, .and therfore he drawes mew 
minds from theſtudic of them, to reade tht 
writings of men, becauſe they ſeemeto | 


more pleaſant and deleQable; that ſo mies 
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hwy not acquainted with the text, might 
not deſcrie his deceipts and ſubtilties. 
- Againe , ſeeing the diuell can alleage the g,,,,. 
ik} word of God and fay , /t i# written, and that 
re-| he can bring in Scripture fit ſor his purpoſe; 
the} -whata ſhame is it for Chriſtians , ifthey do 
not labor ſo to know the Scriptures of God, 
ans} that they may alleage them as occaſion ſhall 
epe} ſerue : & that not as ſome do.,toheape place 
alf ypon place without all reaſon, bur to alleage 
and} them ficly and to the purpoſe? 
the Laſtly,ſeeing this is a diuelliſh and ſatani- 
ble - call praRtiſe, in alleaging the Scriptures to 
$ nf -depraue and corruptthem, toleaue out and 
el-s putin at his pleaſure, it muſt warne vs, that 
when we are lawfully called, we do ſpeake

Lore had a ſpeciall care of his people; and 
when he ſent any iudgement ypon the Iſrae- 
lites , he gaue them this comfortable pro- 
x} miſc, that in the middeſt of all their troubles 
en _. he himſelfe would proteRt them, And as this 
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promiſe was wade tothem, ſoitis oo | 
to the whole Church of God,and belongsta 
vs, For inall common judgements and cala» 
mities, the children of God which walkein 
his waies,ſhal be ſure to haue protetion and 
ſecuritie: for the Angels of God, by hisap-» 

intment, do hold them yp, as it werein 
their hands, In which words there is a com» 
pariſon taken from nurſes, who hauing chik 
dren committed to their care, do hold them 
very charily and tenderly in their hands , and 
dare notletthem go out of their armes:euen 
ſothe Angels of God by his appointment, 
become cuca as nurſes to his children in all 
fp 4.9, heirlawful wayes,and do attend vps then, 
and are very carefull to protect them from 
danger, ſo long as they keepe themſelues 
within the compaſſe of Gods word, 

Iris true indeed,that iudgement begins at 
the houſe of God, and he often afflits his 
deareſt children to trie their faith and pa-' 
tience; yetis is moſt certaine,that in comms 
calamities the children of God ſhall haue 
proteQion and ſecurity: yea the Angels of 
God (as itwere nurſes) ſhal hold themin 
their hands,and defendthem,ſo long as they 
keepethemſelues in the wayes of God, and 
within the compaſle A — 

ut 
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rally But if they leaue the way of Gods comman- 
{ dements,and wider in by-paths , and goout 
oftheir lawfull callings,they haue no afſurice 
of Gods proteQion,nerther have Gods An- 
ls any charge to watch ouer them, | 
Seeing then God hath made ſo mercifull a 
iſe of protection, to all them that walke 
in his wayes,and within the compaſle ofhis 
commaundements , it ſhould warne vs all to 
beware how we go our of our wayes and 
lawfull callings , Pr that we udic the law 
of God, and as we looke for his proteRion, 
to keepe within the compaſſe of it. 
Teſus ſaid vnto him, It is written againe, Thom Vaſer, 
foalt not tempt the Lord thy Ged, | In theſe 
words is cotained the anſwerof our Sauiour 
Chriſt , to the ſecond remptation of the Di- 
vell ;whercio he doth oppoſe Scripture a- 
gainlt Scripture. But to,expound that place 
which the Diuell alleaged,and toſhew how 
vilely Satan abuſeth the word'of God, he 
alleageth anotherplace of Scripture, where- 
in our Sauiour Chriſt anſivers the Diuell, 
thatitistrue , God hath made ſundry pro- 
miſes in his word,of proteQtis to his people; 
buryetſo,as if they refuſe to walke in the c6- 
mandements of God, and to vie ſuch lawtull 
meanes as he preſcribeth in his word , heis 
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not bound to performe them, for they be 
made ypon that condition, A 
Againe it is written, ] Secing our Saui 
Chriſt doth alleage another place of Sc 
pture , tocxpound that the Diuel rough 
againſt him, and to ſhew how he abu 
Scripture : hence we gather, that the h 
Scriptures are of themſclues ſufficient to 
interprete themſclues , for ſo Chriſt alles {p 
geth another text of ſcripture to expound 
that which Satan alleageth, and to confute 
his abuſing of it. So we find that Ezra did 
expoundthe law of God,and giuesthe ſenſe 
of it by the ſcriptures , and ſo expounds the 
one by the other, Nehem.8.9, (unins.) Nov 
if the ſeruants of God could do this in the 
old Teftament ; tow much more may weit 


the new , whercin many things. are molt]. 
plainely opened and expountiiisy Chriſt 
and his Apoſtles? | 

But the Papiſts' cannot 4 any meanes 
yeeld to this doQtrin, for they hold,thar that 
which mult interprete the ſcriptures, mult 
haue iudiciall power andauthoritie to uy 
of the ſenſe of the ſcriptures; bur they h 
the ſcriptures are but a dumbe letter, and 
therefore are notableto iudge ofthe ſenſe

And as we ſee, that ami may aſwel ſhew his 
mindto his friend by letters and writing , as 
by word of mouth : cuen ſo the Lord God 
ſpeakes now to his people by the ſcriptures, 
as well as he did in olde time by his owne 
lively yoice from heauen. 

But if the Papiſts will yet deny the ſcrip- 
tures to haue power to iudge ang determine 
of the ſenſe of the Scriptures; then would I 
know,who hath this power giuen vnto him ? 
They anſwer , the church muſt giue iudge- 
ment,and determine ofthe ſenſe ofthe (crip- 
tures: but that is falſe, for the Lord hathnot 
given any ſuch power to the Church, to 

determine of the ſenſe of the ſcriptures at 

her pleaſure , but only he hath giuen tothe 
winiſtery of the IF toopen and expound 
the ſcriptures by the ſcriptures theſelues, As 
aLawyer hath notthat power to judge of the 
law of his Prince , and to giue whart ſenſe he 
liteth,but onely to <xxpound the law,and to 
giue the ſenſe of it by the words of the law, 
andother circumſtances cScerning the ſame. 
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The Church ofRome ſay further; they 
determine of the ſenſe ofthe ſcriptures , 
ther by the rule of faith, orthe conſent oft 
fathers:or,if they faile,then the Pope he is 
derermine of them,as one that cannot erre, 
1 Concerning the rule of Faith ( by whid 
they vnderltand ynwritten traditions ) hoy 
can they be fit iudges to determine of the 
ſence of the ſcriptures, vnleſſe,ve will giut 
more authoritie to ynwritten verities then 
tothe written word of God ? Nay onely the 
ſcriprures mult be the rule of faith, andonh 
the ſcriptures iudge and determine of rhe 
ſenſe of themfelues. | | 
2 Neither is the conſent of Fathers a ſuf 
cient rule to giue iudgement, and to deter- 
mine of the ſenſe of the ſcriptures : for we 
know thatthey being men , and many oftht 
(hauing notthe knowledge of Hebrew and 
Greeke, yea and molt ofall in nding 
the word)are ſubie to error,and fometimez 
do erre, And by the fame reaſon the Popeiy 
no meete manto bethe iudge of the ſcri 
tures, and to determine what ſhould be 
ſenſe of the, ſecing he is ſubie&ro manifold 
errors , and many Popes haue erred in the 
foundations of Religion, |

Secondly,for the manner , it is not firmply

Secondly,a man may aske afigne of God, 
when itis neceſſarie for the confirmation 
a man in ſome extraordinarie calling : as we 
ſcein Gedeon being extraordinarily appoit- 
ted of God to be the Capraine and deliueret 
of Gods people; he being not fully perſwe 
ded of this his vocation , deſired a fignee 
God,not of mfidelitie, but the better to re 
ſoluc himiſelfe of Gods calling him to 
buſines, And ſo it was in Hezechrah, to pe 
fwade himſelfe of Gods extraordinarie del:

Some thinke 
that this was onely in viſio:but I ratherthinke 
our Sauiqur Chriſt was caried locally and 
really; for our Sauiour Chrilt his tempta- 
tions are not imaginary, bur true and reall 
temptations; and the words import no leſle, 
but that he was really and locally tranſpor- 
ted from the citic ta the mountaine, 

The reaſons why the Diuell caried our 
Sauiour Chriſt co the mountaine, are theſe:

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Firſt, becauſethe Diucllin all things defite 
to imitate God, and to become as it were 
Gods ape, Now we reade,thatthe Lord cari 
ed: ©Moſes to the mount Nebo,toſhew hm 
all the land of Canaan; ſo the Diuell toimi 
tate God, and by imitating God , tomate 
him,andſo to diſgrace the Lord, cariethour 
SauiorChriſt to the mountaine, as it is likely, 
to iniitate Gods dealing with ©Ioſes.

eyes thatthcy behold no yaaitie, This if weve 
do, deach ſhallnot enterin by theſe dooraſſtic 
and windowes, but we ſhall preſerue ow W« 
ſoules in puritic. no 
Now when the diuell ſhewes our Sauic 
Chriſt this goodly ſhew, let ys mark them 
ner:heſhewes Chriſt all the beautie,cthe glo 
rie and delight of them : not the trouble 
yexations,calamitics and daungers of them 
And thus will the diuel deale with vs; ifht 
would rempt any oneto ſome (inne, he ne- 
uerſhewcs bur hides the miſerie & daunget, 
the curſes and calamities that will enſue vp6 
tharſinne :buthe ſhewes the profit , gaine, 
pleaſure, delight and commoditie that that 
finne will affoord them : that by this means 
he may bring them to his bow , and moue 
them headlong to ruſhinto the commiting 
of finne, Indeed when he hath got his pur- 
poſe,and preuailed thus farre to bring a mai 
into fin,then he will lay it open in molt vgh 
maner,and lay before a poore ſinner the hor- 
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age may  makea poore finner breake the 
Anecke of his ſoule in deſpaire. 
Further , marke how the cunning, diuell 
wſſhewed not theſe goodly and glorious fights 
ax{ io the firlt or ſecond temptation, but reſer- 
fre ued them for the laſt,and that in great ſubtil- 
"ref tie. For the diuell knew yery well, that if any 
owf would peruaile , then ſurely the defire of ho- 
nor ,of preferment,, of profit and pleaſure, 
would moue the heart of Chrilt, 

Andin this ſubtiltie he ſhewes, that this 
is a moſt daungerous temptation which 
comes from the right hand , that is, which 
proceeds from profit, pleaſure, preferment 
and honoar, And by this temptation he pre- 
wiledmore againſt Daxid, then he could 
when he was in great conflit, and perſecu- 
ted by Saxle. 

So proſperitie and caſe in the Primitive 
Churchinthe dayes of Coyſtantine,did more 
prevaile with Chriſtians, then perſecution 
and tribulation could do for the ſpace of 
three hundred yeares before, And thoſe 
which could be moued by no other meanes, 
pet the hope of honor , profite and pleaſure 

ath overcome and prevailed with them. 
Thus eafeſlayeth the fooliſh : proſpetiticis 
wa ſlipperic way: and few hauing reſt are 
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edified, and walk in the feare bfthe Lord, 
the comfort of the holy Ghoſt, e.g, z1 


Lukg cap.4.5.he addeth the circumſtance 


oftime, that the diuel} ſhewed all this ty 
Chriſt in a point or moment of time , in{g 
ſhort a time as poſſibly might be, with ma 
uellous ſpeed & celeritie. And this the diuel 
tdid being ſubrill , the more to inflame t! 
heart of Chriſt ro deſire them: and therefore 
he ſet his wares open, and as it were ins 
plimple gaue him the beholding of the 
auty of the.So we ſee,if me ſee ſome ſirig 
and beautifull thing,and haue bur a bluſk a 
alicle glimpſe of it, they defire it with mon 
eagerneſſe, & more greedily affect ir, Euet 
fo lie would haue dealt with our Sauiou 
Chriſt , he would haue affected his heat 
with this ſudden and glorious ſpectacle. 
Now followeth the tempration it ſelfe,ir 
theſe words : end /ard vnto him , e All the 
will [pine thee tf theu wilt fall dowee & worſh 
me. 
' Inthis temptation we muſt firſt markethe 
ſcope and drift ofthe divell therein. Intht 
firſt tempration he laboured to tempt Chil 
to diſtruſt and vnbeleefe : in the ſecond , t6 
puffe him vp with vaine confidence and pte 
ſumption : now in this third, he n__ 
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dof Chriſt to commic idolarrie , cutn toyorſhip 
C7] the Duell. 

ne} And truly this hath cuer bene the praQiiſe 
toll ofthe Diuell, to ſeeke to ouerturne religion 
nfof 4nd good conſcience by theſe three things, 
na4 honour, profite, and picaſures, Among Pro- 
uellf reftants and Proteſtant Miniſters he hath 
thif prevailed much by theſe meanes. When as 
fare for the Miniſters ofthe word , many haue in 
ins} hope of profit and preferment , forſaken true 
the] religion & cleane abiured it, and raughtthe 
toe cleane contrarie,cuen that which the papiſts 
k off hold and teach: fo we ſee that endl 
zonf} Merchants for hope of gaine, do carne ouer 
ual tothe Church ofRome all ſuch merchan- 
jou dize of waxe,8&c,as the Papiſtes yſe to main- 
car taine their ſuperſtitions and Idolatrie, 
| And among common Profefſors,many of 
£igf them to ſaue their lands, liuings, and places, 

baue chaunged as _— Path changed; 

now Papiſts,now Proteſtants, like to Came- 
lionsinto any colour, Ofthis we hadexpe- 
tience in Queene aries dayes: few great 
men remained Proteſtants , but yeeded to 
the Idolatric of thoſe times. 

This third temptation hath two parts:firſt, 
x61 2 promiſe : ſecondly , a condition. And here

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theſe things at Gods hands; butin his ownef t

In which vile practiſe of the diuell,we may f y 
behold his (hamelefle boldnefle, who dares Þ n 
offer Chriſt the gift of all theſe, conditional. þ «, 
ly,ifhe would worſhip him : wheras indeed | y 
they did all moſt properly belong to leſus | t 
Chiilt himſelfe , and were his owne neither Þ v 
had Saran any title to them, but onely by | { 
vſurpation. 

And asthe diuel dealt here with Chriſt, 
he dealeth with moſt men of the world, to 
tempt them to depend vypon him for the 
wealth'of the world, and to make the Diuell 
their God.For though me deny this in word, 
and ſay, All they haue,God hath ſent ir, they 
thanke God: yet their wicked praCtiſes ſhey 
the contraric, that they doindeed depend 
ypon the diuell for gaine and profite: ſeeing 
moſt men get their goods by falſe waight 
and meaſures,by deceit, fraud,coufinage, by 
lying, ſwearing & forfwearing. Now while 
they get that they haue thus by ſuch vile and 
wicked meancs, it plainly ſhewes that al 
they 
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they hauc , they haue it of the Diuell , & de- 
pend ypon him for wealth , & ſo make him 
their God, though in word they deny it ne- 
uerſomuch, * 

Secondly, the Diucll knew Chriſt was a , 
King,and that his kingdome was not of this 
world,but {prirituall, exerciſed eſpecially in 
mens conſciences:now the Duel he labours 
totempt Chriſt ro become an earthly King, 
which if it had taken place in Chritt,he knew 
then that he could not be that true Mefhah, 
who ſhould raigne ſpriritually in mens con- 
{ciences, 

And in like maner deales the Divell with 
the members of Chriſt : for the thurch of 
God hath a kingdome , and that is ſpiritual 
inthe word of God. Now the {tewardſhip is 
the diſpenſation and miniſtery ofthe word 
preached,and againſt this the Diuell labou- 
reth that jt may become an earthly king- 
dome , not ſpirituall but carnall, not inthe 
power efthe ſpirit, but inthe carnall wife- 
dome of mans cloquence; and fo by all 
Mmeansto oucrturne the true kingdome of 
Chriſt. 

Thirdly , we ſce here how the Diuell 
maketh yery large and liberall promiſes, 
though he mcant to 4 nothing , 
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neither could he though he would. It 
This muſt teach ys to ftudy that we may; g 
be contrary to the Diuel, and therefore that] ; 
we do warily confider what promuſes wel m 
make , whether the thing we promiſe befſ ſe 
lawfull, and in our owne power, and that x 
wedo itwith fincere harts, yoide of deceit, pr 
and with purpoſe to be as good as our word m 
and when we haue promiſed,accordinglytof | 
performe our promile ; for that is a. marke F 
of Gods children , and a fruite of the pe 
fpiric and true faith, in doing the cuties off 
equitie. to 
And in that the Diuel ſhewed all theſe vn in 
to Chriſt,cuen the ſeucrall kingdomes of the raj 
world, it is manifeſt he knew them all , and} jet 
was well acquainted , and had trauelledy all 
through them,as he confeſſeth, ob, 1,7. Andfſbr: 
in that he could ſhew the chiefeſt glory andful 
beautie of them in ſucha ſhort time , it8fer 
cleare he was cunninginthem, and the fcuesFing 
rall eſtates and conditions of them all. co 
And we ce , that the Diuel in propoſe 
ding all . theſe glorious kingdomes vnWWfani 
Chriſt, he did tempt him to ambition, t 
he would ſet his heart on them and ſo del 
them, And herein note one of his moſt price} 


cipall praQiſes, which is —— — Gr 
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| kingdomes:for the Diuell deftreth to do the 
, greareſt harme and moſt miſchiefe that he 
MÞ can. Now in the ouerthrow of a kingdome, 
well many go to wracke; and to effect this, he 
beſ] ſeekes continually to puffe men vp with 
th ambirion, that they may deſire and gape for 
it] preferment and honor. The Lord hathin 
r&f mercy placed ouer vs in this kingdome a 
toff eracious Prince and a Chriſtian Queene, & 
kf the Diuell hath long enuied this ourproſ- 
he peritic , and ſought ſundry by-plots and 
of manifold practiſes ro oucrthrowe our ſtare, 
tocut off the head, and to calt her crowne 
mJ intothe duſt, And to this purpoſe he hath 
| raiſed yp many wicked and rebellious ſub- 
_iets:bur che Loxd hath m mercie brought 
led alltonought, And therefore the remem- 
nd brance of this ſhould moue vs all to thank- 
ndffulnefſe, for this great mercic of God in de+ 
tif fending both Prince and pap ,and bring. 
ueFingto nought all ſuch rebcllious wretches, 
confounding thoſe ambitious heads, and all 
uftheir vile and trecherous plots and deuices; 
1d we muſt ſhew this thankfulneſſe inthe

Itis written )Secing our Sauior Chriſt now 
the third time anſwers the Diuell by the ſcri- 
ptures, ſaying, /t i- written: we learne that the 
written word belecued and ynderftood,is the 
oft ſufficient weapon to confute & to con- 
found Satan & his vile tEptations,elſe Chriſt 
wold not now eut the third time haue made 
choiſc of this weapon: It is written 2gaine. 

This confutes the Papiſts , who make 
two Scriptures, one ynwritten and inward , 
{which is traditions, the conſent of the fa- 
thers which haue linedin all ages ; & the o- - 
ther written in the holy ſcriptures. Now they 
domake their ynwritten ſcriptures , as they 
call them , and the conſent of fathers , to be 
of equall authoritic with the written word 
of God, which our Savior Chriſt doth ſhew 
here,to be the moſt powerfull meanes to re- 
pell all Satans temptations, And the holy 
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ſcriptures which they call a dead letter, ar 
make as though it had no power init, cue 
this alone is the ſword of the ſpirit to cor 
found ſatan: and therefore damnable is thx 
their docrine, whichſo abuſeth the 
Scriptures,& ſets vp the erronious tradition 
of ſinfull men, For ifthe written word | 
bene buta dead letter, our ſauiour Chn 
would neuer haue made choiſe of it aboue 
all other weapons three ſeuerall tirwes t 
contute Satan, every time anſwering, /t1 
written, 
Secondly , by this anſwer of Chriſt, ſay.

Y In theſe words is contained the anſwer of 
Mf our ſaviour Chriſt to the third temptation of 
{ the Diuell.,The words are take out of Dexr.6 
MF 1 3.where they are read thus, Thou ſhalt feare 
ul the Lord thy God, and ſerne him, Now there 
ul may ſceme to be ſome difference in the 
{ words, as they bealleaged by Chriſt: tor in 
{ that place of Dexteronomy it is ſaid, Thou 
09 ſhalt feare the Lord thy God : our ſaviour 
is Chriſt faith, Thouſha't worſhip, Againe,our 
| uiour Chriſt addes:a word, which is not ad- 
i dedby Moſes in that place , namely, Thou 
1 ſhalt worſhip the Lord thy God ove : this 
VI word onely is not in that text of Moſes, 
ld} Bur ifwe ynderftand two points COncer- 
p*| ning the alleaging of ſcripture,there will a 
"FF peare to be no difference; the firſt is this,thar 
zl Chriſt and his Apoliles intheir alleaging of 
Jl ſcripture , do not ſo much ſticke to the very 
al fillables,as aime at the ſenſe of the ſcriptures 
Wy which they alleage . The ſecond thing is 
this , that our ſaviour Chriſt in alleaging 
ſcripture , ſeckes ro expound {ſcripture an 
to open it in alleaging of it; and ſo doing, he 
may well adde a word, when as the word 
he addeth maketh much for the meaning of 
"{ therext. 
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And thus Chrilt in this place chaungeth 
the word , not miltaking ot it, but ratherts' 
expound Moſes; for whereas Aoſes faith, 
Thou ſhalt feare the Lord, he meaneth that 
religious teare whereby we feare God, and 
worlhip him. Now our fauiour Chrift be 
ſaith, Thouſhalt worſhip , ſhewing doſes 
meant that teare whereby we do withre- 
uerence and bowing ofthe body and ador- 
ingot God worthip him , moued thercunto 
by religious feare, either in praying for ſome 
mercy we want , or giuing thankes for ſome 
benefite recciued, 

Againe, Chriſt in alleaging this text of 
Scripture, he addes a word,yet ſo,as he doth 


it without any fault: for though this word 


(alone )be not in Moſes his text exprelly ſet 
downe, yetitis included, and in 1cnſc itis 


vndeiſtood : for where he ſaith in the thirs | 


reenti verſe, Thou ſhalt feare the Lord, and 


. yy 
ads no more; in the fourteenth verſe he faith, 


Thou ſhalt not walke after any other gods; 
{o that a mi may eafily perceiue he did in cle 
include it , though not expreſle it in words: 
and thus we ſee our ſauiour Chriſt clearcd, 
In the text of ſcripture alleaged by Chriſt, 
note two points:firſt, what this worſhip and

' Firſt, worſhip taken generally , ſfignifieth 


the giuing of honor and reuerence to ano- 


; | ther. Now this honour is either ciuill or di- 


vine, Ciuill honour is that outward reue- 
rence we giue ro men , by proſtrating of the 
body,or bowing ofthe knee; and the end of 
this ciuill worſhip is,that thereby we might 
acknowledge another to be our ſuperiour:& 
therfore it is giuen of ſubiects ro Princes, or 
ofinferiours to thoſe thar by fome meanes 
are their ſuperiours. And thus /acob wor- 


ſhipped , that is , gaue ciuil worſhip to E/as 


ſeuen times, Geneſ{ 33. 3. This reverence 
eAbraham gaue tothe Hirites, Gen.23,7, & 
Lot to the Angels boived himfelfe to che 


| ground,Gez.1 9.1,where he gaue them onely 


ciuill worſhip and honour, So then itis ma- 
niteſt by theſe examples, that we may law- 
fully bow and bend the knee and kneele to 
Princes,to giue the this ciuill honour, there» 
by ſhewing we do acknowledge them to be 
placed aboue vs in authoritie and dignitie in 
the world by God. 

The ſecond kind of honour is divine or 
religious worſhip, when we giue ſuch honor 
to another, that thereby we do aſcribe diui- 
nirie & diuine power vnto it, acknowledg- 
ing thereby that icis ſome dwine thing aboue 
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all creatures. And this vve do firſt, when we 
aſcribe the godhead to it, and make it God: 
ſecondly, when we afcribe Gods attributes 
toit,as omnipotencie,prouidence,&c.third- 
ly, whe we 6 Ir >. itto be the creator 
and maker of all things: fourthly , when we 
acknowledge it to be the giuer of thoſe 
good things we enioy , andthe defender of 
vs from euill, 

This divine worſhip is either inwardin 
theheart, or outward inthe body, Inward 
divine worſhip 15 whE a man giues his heart 
to any thing,by belecuing in it , by louing of 
it, andreioycing in it aboue all other crea- 
tures ; and that becauſe it hath in it the god- 
head,ordiuine nature, or is God, becauſe it 
hath the attributes of God , becauſe it is the 
Creator and defender of all things , or elle 
becauſe it giues vs all good things, and kee- 
peth vs from all evil), 

The outward divine worſhip, is when 3 


man any mo by proſtrating himſelfe and | 


bowing of his body, doth it to manifeſt his 
faith, hope, loue,confidence,feare,or any gift 
in his hart , thereby confefſing it is his Crea- 
tor, defender and preſeruer. 

So then here is a manifeſt difference be- 
tweene outwardciuill worſhip , and that di- 


uine 
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vine worſhip whichis outward : becauſe 
that ciuill worſhip we do only acknowledge 
them to whome we do it, to be ourſupe- 
rious : but by this outward diuine worſhip, 
we do acknowledge thatto which we do 
this worſhip to be God, Creator and defen- 
der of ys and all other things. 

Now in this place our ſfauior Chriſt mea- 
neth not that ctuill worſhip , but he vnder- 
ſtandeth outward diuine worſhip, 

There is another ſeruice mentioned, 
which is feare:when we giue & performe 0- 
bedience to another, it is cither a ſeruice ab- 
ſolute or in part:abſolute,when we obey the 
commandement of another ſimply without 
al exception: when we obey another , not 
onely outwardly in body , but inwardly in 
ule, will,affeGions & with the conſcience: 
and this is proper to God alone,neither may 
this abſolute obedience be giuen to any cre- 
ature,onely God alone is to haue this abſo- 
lute worſhip, ſo as we muſt obey him with- 
outall exceptions or queſtion , and that in 
body,ſoule, will, affeRions, and inthe very 
conſcience. 

There is a ſecond ſcruice , which is only 
lm part, which we may giue to men, as to 
the Magiſtrate being in —_—— aboue ys, 
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voder God; for God hath giuen them leaue: 


to make lawes,and power to giuc commans 
dements; and they mult be obeyed in ciuill 
things, yet with condition, /» the Lord, {o 
long as heir commandements ſtand & agree 
with Gods commandements. - Again, they 
muſt be obeyed onely with our bodies:their 
lawes cannot reach vnto mens hearts and 
conſciences,to bind them, And of theſe two 
in this place, we are to ynderſtand that obe+ 
dience whichis abſolute , toobey the com-

mandement of the Lord abſolutely and fim-|, 


ply without condition or exceprioneuenit 
all things whatſocuer he commaunds vs 
following herein our father Abraham , who 
to performze obediece tothe Lord, forſooks 
his natiue countrey, & was ready to offer his 


ſonne his onelyſonne, his beloued ſonne, his 


ſonne /z.k, the ſonne of the promile, 
Now followeth the perſon to whom this 
worſhip mult be | ron diaine worſhip, 
whether outward or inward , is due to God 
alone, neither may it be giuen to any othe! 
'creature, though neuer ſo excellent, And 
this is taught vs plainly by Chriſt his anſwer, 
andit is agreeable to the firſt and ſecond 


commandements, where we are forbiddet 


exprelly to giue this diuine and religiow

but we mult haue & acknowledge Ichouah 
tobe our God alone.'R exe/ 19,10, whe lohn 
was about to worſhip the Angell, andto 
iuc him ſome part of this diuine worſhip, 
forbids him,and tels him that he is bur his 
fellow ſeruant,and chargech on to warſhip 


God alone, 
So then by this which hath bene ſaid , we 


| ſee how fitly our Sauiour Chriſt anſwered 


the diuell, & alleaged this place of Scripture 
to {top his mouth, The diuell had ſhewed 


' himallthe kingdomes of the world and the 


gloric of them all:and cels Chnilt , if ſo be he 
woul1 but ackaowledge him to be the giuer 
of them, he woul4 beſtow them all vps him. 
Now our Sauiour Chriſt anſwereth , that he 
may not giue that honour to him , which 
belongeth ro God alone and to none 


elſe, 


Firſt, we learne from this anſwer of Chriſt, 7. 


that it is not lawfull for vs to giue this di- 
yine worſhip cither inward or outward to 
any creature, though neuer ſo excellent; nei- 
ther to Angels , nor Saints : becauſe it is pe- 
culiar and proper to God alone, Andther- 
fore if any mi (hal prottrate his bodie before 
Saiats to pray yncothe , he maketh them no 
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leſſe then Geds, in giuing them that priui- 
ledge whichis proper to God : namely, to 
ſearch the heart, that they can heare our 
praiers,that they be omniporent, omni-pre« 
ſent, that is, preſentin all places ar once, 
with all things : which can be affirmed of 
none bur God alone. And yet this is the 
common pradtife ofthePapiſts,to yeeld this 
diuine worſhip to Saints , and dead men 
aud women , and to adore and worſhip 
them, | 

But the Papiſts anſwer : They do not 
worſhip Saints with that worſhip which be- 
longsto God , neither dothey worſhip the 
as Gods.Why , no more wouldthe Diuell 
here haue Chriſt ſoto do , neither durſt he 
preſume to tempt Chriſt to worſhip him as 
God, bur to acknowledge him to be the 
giuer of all the kingdomes ofthe earth, And 
the Divell requires no more bur outward 
worſhip: and yet our Sauior Chriſt tels him, 
that this outward worſhip which he de- 
maunded,was properto God alone, & none 
may or ought to haue it, ſaue he alone, Now 
the Papilts do giue that to Saints , which 
Chritt denyeth ro the Diuell ; for they a- 
nouch,that Saints can deliver them from this 


diſeaſe and that diſcaſe. They make them pa- 


trons |.

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trons not onely of private men, but of whole 
kingdomes & coiirries,as of Italic S. Afarriw, 
of Spaine $ lames,of England S.George.G&c. 
Now to giue a kingdome (which Chriſt de- 
nied to Satan”) is a leſſematter thento be 
a patron of a kingdome : for one may giue a 
kingdome , that cannot defend a king- 
dome. 

Nay in truth , whatſocuer they ſay , they 
make the Saints gods: for they pray ynto 
them,they make them intercefſors for them 
rato God, to procure them fauour in things 
concerning the life to come. They call the 
Virgin Marythe Queeneotheauen, they 
make Chriſt to be her vnderling & a punie: 
forthey pray herto commaund her ſonne, 
& to cauſe him to heare their praycrs,which 
is to make her cuen aboue God himſelfe.
